Urges Agency to 
Regulate Network 


Br Th* AausilUl Pf***. 
WASHINGTON. Jan. 3 0.-A vast 
plan to extend federal regulation 
to all Important forms of ran*por-| 
teflon on land, sea and »n the air 
waa recommended to congress to­ 
day by Joseph B. Eastman, federal 
coordinator of transportation. 
A auper-agency. in the form of a 
recreated interstate commerce com- 
mission, would rule the nation'* 
far-flung networks of carrier*. 
Setting hi* goal a* coordinated, 
efficient and economical transpor­ 
tation. Mr. Eastman urged that in­ 
stead of the present TCC of ll men, 
the new agency have a member­ 
ship of 18 divided into five units; 
A finance division of three mem­ 
bers 
A railroad division of five 
A water carrier and pipe line di­ 
vision of three 
A motor carrier and air tarrie r 
division of three. 
A control hoard, composed of the 
chairman of the commission abd 
the head* of the four subsidiary di­ 
vision* under it 
Would Levy Fin** 
The office of coordinator of trans­ 
portation would be continued and 
would be filled by an ICC member 
designated by the President. 
Under a law proposed by Mr. 
Eastman, the 
coordinator 
could 
compel unification of facilities, lf 
orders for coordination of facilities 
were disobeyed 
fine* ae high as 
$20,000 a day could be Imposed. 
Ail transportation would be re­ 
moved from NRA control. Dismis­ 
sal w a g e * would be given men dis­ 
placed by consolidation* 
of 
aer- 
vices. 
His plan met immediate opposi­ 
tion. 
Eight of the present mem­ 
ber* of the IGC. in a letter Iran* 
m ltting the report to congress, as­ 
serted reorgan I rat Ion of the com­ 
mission Is unneeded and undesira­ 
ble. 
The ultim ate objective. Mr. East­ 
man said, is “a system of transpor­ 
tation for the nation 
which 
will 
supply the moat efficient means of 
transport and furnish aervlce 
as 
cheaply as I* consistent with fair 
treatm ent of labor and with earn 
Ings which will support adequate 
credit and the ability to expand 
aa need develop# and to take ad­ 
vantage of all Improvements in the 
art. 
Outlines Methods 
The question Is’’ Mr. Eastman 
continued, “what can the federal 
government do to accomplish this 
objective; 
three general methods 
appear possible: 
“One follows conservative line* 
of thought, with main reliance on 
private capital and enterprise; the 
second Is holder and involves a use 
of governmental power to compel 
a very radical change in railroad 
conditions, hut atm preserves the 
principle of private ownership; the 
third depart* from this principal 
and make* railroad transportation 
a direct function of the 
govern­ 
ment.” 
“The report undertakes.” says a 
summary made public by Mr. East­ 
man. “to show w hat can be done 
under each of these general meth­ 
od*. to determ ine which is prefer­ 
able and to work out details of the 
one chosen, which I* plan I.” 
Among other thing*, the East­ 
man report proposes: 
Immediate 
laws

buaes, trucks and w ater carrier*, 
including 
freight 
brokers

wharf o p erato r.

rent < an of tobacco th* tax was o n * c w t 
On a lo cent can of shoe polish, th* tax was 
one cent. 
On another 15 rent purchase the 
tax was on* cent. 


Her* was the 3 per cent sales tax collect­ 
ed on only 40 rents. 
Obviously, It was 12 
per cent Instead of 2 per cent. 
Herein Ile* 
one of the secrets of th* productivity of the 
sale* tax. as well 
as 
Its 
principal fault. 
There Is no way to prevent polstlvely such 
multiplication of percentages, but consum­ 
ers gradually will learn to acold It when­ 
ever possible. 


The heal answer, of course, Is planned 
purchasing. 
The three tax brackets within 
th* dollar provide a baals for 
this. 
One 
cent Is due on amounts between 9 and 40 
cents, two rents on amounts between 40 
and 70 cents, and three cent* on amounts 
from 70 cents to a dollar. 
Consumer* owe 
It to themselves to come as close to th* 
upper limit of the hrscket as possible In 
each case. 


Thus. It would be more practical to buy 
two 15-cent packages of tobacco than one, 
thereby paying on* cent aales on 30 cents. 
It would not be practical at all, of course, 
to buy three at once, because that would 
mean a two cents tax on 45 cents. 
Twice 
a s much tax Is collected on 40 cents a * on 
38 cents. 
Two cents are due on *8 cent*, 
but three cents on 70 cents. 


All there things will be made plainer as 
the relationship between the amount and 
the u t dawns on an Increasing number of 
consumers. 
People who afef* able to learn 
to estimate the value of 
their household 
furnishings at H S under the personal prop­ 
erty tax law will not he guilty of ignoring 
the legal method* of avoiding payment of 
12 rent* on a dollar under I per cent sales 
tax.

The donkey, elephant, rooster and eagl® 
are taken. 
The buffalo is spoken for. log

death. 
The 
American Indian and his picturesque wig­ 
wam probably wouldn’t convey any mean­ 
ing. 
The old oaken bucket, the light in the 
window, the vacant chair 
and 
the 
old 
homestead all are ineligible 
for 
various 
reasons. 


The horse, the cow. the 
pig 
and those 
twin clowns, the duck and the g ose. prob­ 
ably wouldn't do. 
The automobile, the rail- 
toad train and the airplane are excellent 
symbols for the age of transportation, but 
they don’t have any political meaning The 
elephant for solidity and the 
donkey for 
Stubborn aggressiveness ware pure strokes 
of genius. 
The American buffalo, according it aver­ 
age knowledge, is famous chiefly for becom­ 
ing almost extinct. 
This might seem to 
militate against his use foi a political pur­ 
pose, but a party which stands tor a just 
distribution of 
Income, a young supreme 
court, no taxes, liquidation of the national 
debt and conscription of youth in national 
service wouldn't be frightened off by a sug­ 
gestion of extinction 
The buffalo, everything considered, prob­ 
ably is about the hest a new political party 
in these times could do. 
The buffalo is a 
familiar sight, he Is supposed to represent 
something tine in the American tradition 
and he really didn’t become extinct, but 
was just in grave danger. 
Given half a 
chance, he might yet roam the plains In 
herds. 


Crime and Sympathy 
The Alexandria, Ind., youth sentenced »o 
walk 1.440 miles, 12 miles at a time, proi*- 
ably is .surprises! at the heroic proportion* 
he has gained. His plight has been studied 
by the Humane society It is being discussed 
all over the. country. 
It won’t he surprising 
to hear of some other lad robbing a gro­ 
cery blore to get similar attention. 
Twelve miles is too far for a 16-year-old 
boy to walk. Humane society members seem 
to believe, particularly with a 20-pound load 
on his back. The load represents the weight 
of the groceries stolen, and nothing ha? 
been said, Incidentally, 
to 
indicate they 
were stolen to feed hungry brothers, .sis­ 
ters or parents. 


A lew million Americans who walked to 


and from the little red schoolhouse when 
they were somewhat less than 16 years old 
should he Interested In the concern being 
shown in the case. 
They didn t carry 2b 
pounds, but some of them walked farther 
than 12 miles and nearly all of them trav­ 
eled their various distances 
In 
snow and 
mud. 
Somehow they survived. 
They kept out of mischief tn the mean­ 
time. which seem * to he the purpose behind 
the Alexandria lad’* sentence. 
He chose 
the daily walk aa the alternative to a sen­ 
tence which would have sent him to reform 
school. 
Since be h a* covered the 12 miles 
In 2 hours and 45 minutes and probably 
will Improve with practice, the decision was 
a wise one, 
Nevertheless, ther* must be something 
Inhumane about a judge who would give a 
boy a chance to spend a few hours a day 
on his feet in the open air instead of in the 
healthful environment of a reform school. 


Something Gained 
There atm are some Democrats sprinkled 
In public Jobs here and there who are sure 
of only one thing when listening to political 
philosophy from the bucolic minds of those 
two dirt farmers, George Wallace and Rex­ 
ford Tugwell. 
That one thing Is, the secre­ 
tary of agriculture and the assistant secre­ 
tary of agriculture are getting too much hay 
down In th# face of threatening weather. 


Mr. Tugwell, now that 
an 
election has 
been won without him. Is beginning to be 
heard again. 
Apparently, It Is part of his 
Job to plant Ideas In season. 
Secretary 
Wallace, being higher in authority, Is not 
thus restricted. 
The seed of his Intellect Is 
sown in or out of season. 
He admits he 
wants to make the people think, and he 
recognises no restrictions. 
If some old-lin# 
Jobholders still don’t believe much In think­ 
ing. they will have to learn or drop out of 
the new deal. 


Mr. Tugwell has discerned improvement 
in their attitude. 
In a racent speech, he 
described how new idea* are penetrating 
the ras#-hard*n*d attitudes of public offi­ 
cial* (new dealers only.) 
“ The tendency 
for official* to respond to pressure groups 
and to fall Into the habit of not acting un­ 
less some pressure develops which makes 
action necessary Is almost Inevitable.’* he 
said, “ unless there exists a program which 
is being worked out, a caiiae for which sac­ 
rifice of pleasantness Is felt to he worth­ 
while." 


Refore the new deal, according lo Mr. 
Tugwell, public officials only moved when 
pressure 
was 
brought to bear on them. 
They looked on government as “a buttress 
of privilege." 
It s different now. 
There has 
been “a complete reversal of attitude to­ 
ward the dignity of public life.” 
Lobbyists 
don’t have a chance to prevail against new 
deal Jobholders, because they look only to 
th* people. 
This Is cheering. It’s probably 
the first time the Farley wing of the Dem­ 
ocratic party baa been able to believe As­ 
sistant Secretary of 
Agriculture Tugwell 
really earns his salary. 
E arle}lies want the 
country to know all about their "sacrifice 
of pleasantness" for the great cause. 


Aside From Mr. Garner 
Recently, when President Roosevelt let It 
be known a year and a half before the next 
Democratic national convention that Vice 
President Gam er would he acceptable again 
as a running mate in 1936, comment was 
centered on Mr. Garner. 
Little was said 
about Mr. Roosevelt’s probable reason for 
for selecting his vice presidential candidate 
so far ahead of time. 
Apparently, the President was trying to 
avert the Impairment of usefulness which 
political ambition occasionally causes. Sev­ 
eral cabinet members 
and 
senators had 
been acting strangely, a# though affected 
by a desire to replace Mr. Garner on the 
1936 ticket. 
They were In danger of caus­ 
ing trouble by letting their Jealousies rule 
their administrative and 
legislative atti­ 
tudes. 
Mr. Garner may not he Democratic vice 
presidential candidate In the next presiden­ 
tial election. 
At present, however, be still 
Is 
acceptable, 
according 
to 
the 
White 
House. 
This Is the Important thing. 
The 
Job Is still open. hut the only person under 
serious consideration is Mr. Garner. There 
is a fine distinction between this arrange­ 
ment and one In which Mr. Gamer would 
he only one of many candidates, all equal. 
It enables Mr. Garner to sleep more peace­ 
fully at night and his erst w hile rivals to 
work more efficiently in the daytime.

It i» almost traditional that the 
new car* offered by the industry 
every year represent progressively 
higher dollar values. This year is 
no exception a* examination of any 
of th* new models will quickly dis­ 
close. 
With so many pending uncertain­ 
t y of the broadest economic sig 
p ittan ce to consider, any attempt 
to foretell the outcome of the mo­ 
tor industry's 1935 campaign would 
be prophecy, at hest. However, the 
facts and figures of 1934 operations 
may afford some idea of what may 
h* expected during 
the 
current 
year. 
If there la any single fact more 
gratifying and more encouraging 
than all others to leaders of the 
motor industry, it is that automo­ 
tive production and sales records 
for 1934 reveal unmistakable recov­ 
ery progress. 
Despite the fact that labor diffi­ 
culties and other factors prevented 
some companies from getting their 
new models into production as ear­ 
ly as had been expected at begin­ 
ning of the year, the increased de­ 
mand for new- cars and trucks en­ 
abled the industry 
to finish the 
twelve months with a total output 
now estimated at 2.885.000 units 
This represented a wholesale value 
$1,453,800,000. It not only was a 
per cent increase over the pre­ 
y i n g year but was roughly dou­ 
ble the number of vehicles 
pro­ 
duced by the industry in 1932. 
Careful check of motorvehicle 
registration figures of the various 
States indicates strongly that the 
number of cars junked or otherwise 
permanently removed from service 
during th# year exceeded the num­ 
ber which were absorbed by the do­ 
mestic market. At the same time 
it has been established that there 
were nearly a million more vehicles 
in operation in 1934

TIRE INDUSTRY STABILIZED

Harmony and understanding pre 
vail in the automobile tire Industry 
for the first time in many years as ! 
the tire makers start 1935 opera­ 
tions. There is a sincere sentiment 
of optimism among executives of 
the smaller as well as the larger

fganizations, not only due to the. 
^omlsing outlook for sales at stab­ 
b e d price levels, hut because of 
the more friendly relations exist­ 
ing between various factors in the 
business. 
Uncertain labor condi­ 
tions at the Akron factories make 
the only dim spot In an otherwise 
roseate outlook for the immediate 
future. 
In the opinion of one prominent 
smaller manufacturer the "savage 
ry of the past has been thrown in­ 
to the waste basket and there ap­ 
pears to he s new hopeful feeling 
in the industry" This feeling is re­ 
flected in all branches of the in­ 
dustry. 
The year just closed was a stren­ 
uous one for every factor in the In­

To 
do so would have brought down 
upon it a quality assault from the 
other manufacturers. 
As a result, all makers, large and 
small, vied with each oilier to pro­ 
duce the maximum of serviceability 
in their tires. With better tires aud 
improved highways It was natural 
that longer tire mileage would be 
returned the car owner. 
improved quality and competitive 
conditions continue to 
favor the

Twice during the last

tire 
prices were advanced 
to 
higher 
levels, a 3 percent increase berom 
mg effective in February and on 
Nov. I trade prices were boosted 
from 5 to 14 percent. 
The latter 
increase came at the end of the ac­ 
tive driving season and it advan­ 
tage was purely psychological in 
the trade. It was the first time in 
seven years that tire price* 
had 
taken a definite upward move with 
indications that they would be aus 
tained. 
Throughout the year, up to No­ 
vember. tires were sold at record 
low levels. During the busy Sum­ 
mer and early Fall seasons, the in­ 
dustry was operating under price 
regulations of the XRA. with the 
establishment 
hy the government 
agency of -‘‘floor levels” of prices 
for all brands and grades of tires. 
below which it was illegal to sell. 
These “foor level” prices were 
established because of “destructive 
price culling" in tho industry and 
were intended as minimum prices. 
However, they quirky became go­ 
ing prices and as they represented 
discounts of from 22) percent to 40 
percent from the regular standard 
consumers’ price list, car owners 
benefited and the profits of the re­ 
tail dealer were almost completely 
dissipated. 
A second emergency ordej was

March with concessions first being 
granted to operators of fleets of 
motor vehicles and finally extend­ 
ing to individual car owners. This 
price war became so intense that 
XRA officials' stepped into the situ­ 
ation and effected 
a 
“forty-day 
truce” during which the manufac­ 
turers and the larger distributors, 
such as mail-order houses, special 
brand concerns and petroleum com­ 
panies. were restrained 
in 
their 
price offerings. 
As the truce ended, the Retail 
Tire and Battery Code of fair com 
petition, with its emergency price 
order, became effective on May 3.
